It is charscteris- 
tic that other British ond American correspondents who know about this do 
not wart to say anythir=, but in corversation among themeelves point sut 
that this informatior should go straight to the Prime Minister and secondly 
that Swedish censorship tid not permit them to write anything about his 
arrival in STOCKHOL:. OPPENHEIM on 12 April flow by specisl plane to BEALE.
